Washington, D. C.,.Jan. 19.—{Special.}— 
One week from tomorrow it will be Cuba 
libre once more. That is to say, a new gov- 
ernment will spring into being, independent 
fq form, at least, and subject only to the 
fatherly care and guidance of Uncle Sam. 
How long the new government Will last no 
one knows. : 

Many of those who have stuf@ied the situa- 
tion there say conditions are such that «a 
permanent local government, popular in 
form and conforming to the conditione of the 


Piatt amendment as incorporated in the 


constitution, is not likely to last, because of 
the many dissimilar elements in the popu- 
Jation and because the people there, while 
naturally peaceable, never have been trained 
in the science of self-government. 

These pessimists predict that within « 
year, or, at most, two years, the United 
States will be forced to intervene again, and 
when that is done the prospect of a recon- 


_ gtructed independent government wil] be ex- 


cceedingly small. If the present experiment 
fails Cuba will become a territory of the 
United States in all probability, and will be 
treated in much the same way governmental- 
ly ae Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the Philippines, 
taking rank probably next to Hawaii, but 
without much prospect of statehood for a 
generation. 


Incentive to New Citizens. 
Under these circumstances there is a 
gtrong tendency toward American colonisa- 


ton and investment in Cuba. Up te the 


present time there seems to have been a 


‘ general belief that the only way for citizens 


of the United States to make money in Cuba 
was either to secure a government conces- 
sion curing the period of American occupa- 
tion, which is to be terminated next week, 
or else to go into tobacco or sugar, the two 
great staples of the island, or as an alterna- 
tive to invest in some of the productive min- 
eral properties, which are still largely un- 
geveloped. 
_ All this takes a vast amount of money. 
Sugar requires expert care and large capital. 
Citrus fruits can be developed only after a 
period of six or seven years, and tobacco 
planting has become a science which can be 
only by large capital- 


| jand other ore, hut this undergreting wealllt | 


cam be developed only by the expenditure of 
large sums of money. Up to the present 


‘time, therefore, there has been no incentive 


for any great wave of American colonization 


- fe Cuba. 


Good for General Crops. 
Recent reports which have come to the 
wtate and war departments all go to show 


\ that there is perhaps in Cuba a chance for 


the American farmer far greater than that 
which existed in the virgin land of Oklahoma 
or even in the palmy days of the Illinois 
twee bottom. This chance, it appears, is 
not in the line of unfamiliar products, but 
is Concerned solely with things with which 
the American farmer is personally acquaint- 
e@ and in the production of which he is 
pecessarily an expert. 

Leaving tobacco, sugar, and mining prop- 
erties to capitalists, there is possibly a 
chance for the American agricultural pro- 
prietor to go to Cuba and by the expenditure 
of am extremely small sum to make a large 
return upon the capital and labor invested. 
This chance arises from. the fact that the 
Cubans have devoted themselves to their 
great staples of sugar and tobacco, and thus 
far have utterly neglected the work of sup- 
plying themselves with the actual necessi- 
ties of life, although those things may be 
produced freély and with great profit in the 
island itself. 


Big Market for Staples. 


In @ report from Consul General Rodgere | 


at Hevane the statement is made that pota- 
toes, onions, beans, poultry, and hogs can 
all be raised in Cuba without the elightest 
‘Gifficulty and at large profit. The consul 
general says the American farmer need not 
be afraid of competition from the Cubans, 
who live on these, staples, but ere entirely 
wnfemiliar with their cultivation, 

It is only necessary to point out that during 
the year 1906 the imports into Cuba included 
walues of $1,104.577 In potatoes, - $808,862 in 
enions, $1,010,629 in beans, and $824,339 in 
eggs. These imports into the island were, al! 
made in the face of heavy protective duty, and 


the prices at which they were sold were all 


high, so that if the same things could be pro- 
duced in the island the profit would be vastly 
larger than here in the United States. 


Fine for Potatoes and Onions. 

According to the consul general, practical 
Sxperiment has shown that both the Irish 
and the sweet potato will grow in Cuba and 
Grow well. They are raised now in every 
Province in the island and the only obstacle 
to the large trade is the fact that the climate 
for half of the year is not favorable either 
to the growth or storage. Cold storage meth- 
ods such as are used in the United States

culty entirely. 

The Cubans are extremely fond of Spanish 
and Canary isiand onions, both of which 
flourish in Cuba, although they are not culti- 
vated there to any extent.

| John D. Rockefeller, Pleased 


with “No Deficit” Report, 
Raises Benefactions to 
$24,515,322, 


THIS HIS 1909 SURPRISE. 


Securities Bearing Annual In- 
come of $40,000 for Chica- 
go Institution’s Gen- 
eral Endowment. 


John D. Rockefeller yesterday presented 
the University of Chicago with $1,000,000 for 
purposes of general endowment. The latest 
donation of the university founder, in the 
form of securities yielding $40,000 annually, 
was announced last night by Dr. T. W. Good- 
speed, register of the university. 

The gift was made known in e telegrani 
received by Martin A. Ryerson, president 
of the university board of trustees, and was 
accepted by thé board at a special meeting 
in the university offices in the Corn Exchange 
building. The letest million raises the sum 
total of Mr. Rockefeller’s benefactions to 
$24,515,322. The telegram read as follows: 

Martin A. Ryerson, president board of Uni- 
versity of Chicago trustees: John D;: Rocke- 
feller has today turned over. to the University of 
Chicage securities bearing interest of about 
$40,000 a year to be applied on the endowment 
fund of the university. 

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER JR. 

As wae the case last year when Mr. Rocke- 
feller presented the university with $2,000,- 
000, no cash gift for the payment of an an- 
nual deficit was necessary. The budget for 
the coming year, beginning July 1, 1909, 
amounting to $1,350,000, will be covered by 
the school’s income, according to Dr. Good- 
speed. The university officials thus regard 
the school as self-supporting again this year.

Present Result of Conference. 

The latest gift comes as the result of a 
confderence held in New York Dec. 7 between» 
the Chicago trustees and the New York 
members of the board, Fred T. Gates and 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. Those who went 
to New York were President Harry Pratt 
Judson, Mr. Ryerson, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
Andrew MacLeish, A. C. Bartlett, WaHace 
Heckman, and Trevor Arnett. 

“The board of trustees has asked me,” 
said Dr. Goodspeed, “to convey to Mr. 
Rockefeller their warm thanks. We fee) this 
latest aid shows the continued deep interest 
of Mr. Rockefeller in the university. It is 
really the addition of $1,000,000 for the aid 
of our work and also the increaged means 
by which we may increase our expenditures. 
It will enable us to continue along the lines 
we have mapped out for our progress. Asa 
matter of fact, we have not called on Mr. 
Rockefeller for a dollar to cover a deficit. 

“The trustees on their visit east merely 
presented the budget for the coming year 
and a statement of the probable income. Ac- 
cording to their report, the university is on a 
self-sustaining basis. 


University’s Finances Solid. 

* During the last three years Mr. Rockefel- 
ler has given approximately $7,000,000 to our 
institution. The latest gift will yield us an 
annual income of $40,000 a year and there are 
no restrictions as to what things it must be 
applied. 

“At present our annual expenses amount 
to $1,350,000 and our income for the coming 
twelve months will total somewhere near the 
$1,500,000 mark. As you see, the schoo! is in 
the best kind of shape financially and Mr. 
Rockefeller appeared much pleased with the 
state of affairs. 

“Some years ago we presented a deficit of 
nearly $260,000, but since that time we have 
been conservative and the move has met the 
approval of our generous benefaoctor.”’ 

Dr. Goodspeed also announced that the 


$200,000 subscription which the university 


hed undertaken to raise and which it wag 
necessary to secure in order to get the $1,800,- 
000 promised by Mr. Rockefeller for the erec- 
tion of the library in memory of William R. 
Harper, former president of the university, 
gurely would be raised in the allotted time. 


Harper’s Ideal Attained. 

“It is the wish of the founder,” declared 
Mr. Ryerson, “to wipe out all possible chance 
of indebtedness on the part of the university 
at the conclusion of each year. The amount 
just given will go a long way toward secur- 
ing that end, and it is hoped the present en- 
dowment is sufficient to place the school on 
an even basis and make it self-supporting, 
an end which was so strongly desired by the 
late President Harper.” 

New equipment needed in some of the de- 
partments will now be added and it is ex- 
pected a large part of the money will be used 
in beautifying the campus. A plan to make 
a “ campus beautiful” is already well under 
way and nothing but the lack of funds has 
held back the work. |

ENEMY 


FLAY THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 


Judge Cleland Criticised Because 
of His Pet Plan. 


| RECORD CITED. BY... OLSON, 
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Committee Is Appointed to Investigate 


His Administration. 


Scorched from head to toe in a full halt 
hour of unequivocal arraignment by Chief 
Justice Harry Olson, Municipal Judge Mc- 
Kengie Cleland arose before a meeting of 
the city judges yesterday afternoon and of- 
fered to desert his pet parole system. 

His volunteering to accept a transfer to 
the most disagreeable assignment in thecivil 
branches of the court came not a bit too 

, for not half an hour later, after five 
of his associates on the bench had joined in 
denouncing his methods, a committee was 
appointed to investigate his administration 
of the criminal law. 

Scores of his acts on the bench, varying 
from the commitment of a “ plain drunk ”’ 
to jail without bail to the parole of a low 
criminal were held before his eyes, and, as 
a last bit of humiliation, he was compelled 
to listen to the passing of an order directing 
the removal of his picture from the Maxwell 
street branch of the court, where it had 
been placed by some of his admirers while 
he occupied the beneh there. 


Judges Loud in Their Censure. 

The session of the judges was behind 
closed doors, but there would have been no 
secrets had i not been for the elertness of 
an important feeling bailiff, who herded the 
newspaper men into a back room. Had they 
been permitted the liberty of either of the 
two rooms leading to the judges’ room, or 
even permission to loiter about the hallway, a 
stenographic record of almost all the pro- 
ceédings might have heen made, 

Through the closed door were heard out- 
bursts of bitter criticism and indignation, 
high raised voices that told of contempt of 
the law leading to the ridicule of the entire 
city bench, and the derision of ite chief 
justice because he could not confine his as- 
sistants to the boundaries of the law. And 
with these utterances were expressions of 
scorn for “ publicity seekers ’’ on the bench. 


Methods to Be Investigated. 

Under the circumstances—after the bailiff 
had completed his herding—the only “official” 
information forthcoming was in the form of 
a statement made by Judge Mancha Brugge- 
meyer, who, in the absence of Judge Michael 
F’. Girten, acted as secretary of the meeting. 

** Judge Cleland,” he said, “ has requested 
that he be transferred from the criminal to 
the civil work of the court. Also there was 
a motion passed appointing Judges Eber- 
hardt, Blake, and Foster a committee to in- 
vestigate the validity, legality, and conduct 
of Judge Cleland in the administration of 
criminel work, and particularly to inquire 
into it so far as it involves the parole system 
as he has endeavored to carry # out. This 
committee will report at a subsequent meet- 
ing of the judges.” 

He was pressed for further details, but 
held his ground. 7 ‘ 

“ Iudge Cleland simply stated that in view 
of the opinions of some of the judges, he 
would request the transfer,” was his only 
additional) statement. 

Chief Justice Olson was still more adaman- 
tine. The only information he would deliver 
was that he intended to start tomorrow 
night for Philadelphia, where he is to make 
two speeches, and that Judge Edward A. 
Dicker had been chosen chief justice pro tem. 


Olson Shows Court Records. 

Later more information was gathered. It 
wae found that all but four of the judges— 
Michael F. Girten, Oscar M. Torrison, Hosea 
W. Welle, and Henry C. Beitler—making a 
total of twenty-three, had joinedin the disci- 
plining of Judge Cleland. The process con- 
sumed nearly three fours. 


Chief Justice Olson broke the ice by produic- 
ing the legal records showing that the man 
@n the grill had sent about two score men te 


jail without bail, although their offenses were 
only misdemeanors. Other :papere in his 
hands showed thet Judge Cleland had held a 
“drunk” to the county jail under $10,000 
bonds and had fixed at $2,500 the bonds of a 
man accused of a crime against a woman 
that was punishable by life imprisonment. 


Then followed the excoriation that Cleland 


later spoke of in these words: 

“TI never wee sor 2 

It brought the “ defer 
to his feet, and of his utterances at this time 

“T didn’t make any request for a transfer. 
I told the chief justice it was up to him—that 
if he wanted to remove me he had the power 
to do it. He replied that he did not desire to 
take that action at this time. I told him if 
he chose to assign me to it.I would take the 
worst job in the civil branches. 

“JT said I had a high opinion of the chief 
justice, no matter how poor his opinion was 
of me. I sald we wouldn't quarrel, but that 
I would insist on being the judge of the court 
over which I presided. I also said I had made 
some mistakes while I was in the Maxwell 
street branch, but that I discovered them 
early and had not repeated them. I held that 
I was now and had been following the law, 
and I took issue with him on that point.” 

When he had taken his seat there began 
the memorable fusillade by his associates. 
Among those who took a turn at voicing 
their opinions of the “defendant” were 
Judges William N, Gemmill, Mancha Brug- 
gemeyer, John R, Newcomer, Charlies N. 
Goodnow, and Judson F. Gotng. 


Talk of Expulsion from Bench. 
Chief Justice Oleon took the floor in mo- 
mentary lulls, and the first concrete plan of 
handling the situation ie said to have come 
from him. It was extreme—that the legis- 
lature be asked to expel Judge Cleland be- 
cause he. had violated the law. “Then there 
was a motion that the willingness to accept 
a transfer be taken advantage of—thatJudge 
Cleland be ordered to the civfl bench at once. 
This disappeared in the excitement. 

There followed further discussion, and, 
according to the best information obtainable, 
it was Judge Gemmill who introduced the mo- 
tion for a& investigating committee, and the 
members were named in: the resolution— 
their selection having been ‘made because 
they were unprejudiced. Judge Cleland 
listened to the viva voce vote for its passage, 
and then to the silence when there was not 
a dissenting vote. 

Judge Gemmill also took the foor to dis- 
cuss the hanging of Judge Cleland’s picture 
in the Maxwell street court. He declared 
that he would not enter the room while it 
was on the wall, arid another viva voce vote 
approved an order to Chief Bailiff Thomas 
M. Hunter for the removal of the picture 
this morning. No plan wes suggested for

Cresar no. more thought of Gaul’s 
vast future than Columbus thought of the 
United States or Argentina when he 
gailed for India. His actions were the result 
of a sequence of political accidents, and his 
far famed.‘ commentaries’ were merely for 
political effect.” ~. _

Gaul, the lecturer deciared, was an ancient. 
prototype of the Germany and the United 
States of today, and was the only thing that 
prevented for three centuries the dissolution 
of the empire and the subordination of Rome

Washington, Jan. 19.—Several long dis- 
patches came to the state department today
